The Council is an umbreUa acganizatioa for all of 
Rhodesia's nationalist nioveroents. S up p o r te rs off two ni 
them, the Zimbabwe African National UnicMi and the 
Zimbabwe African People's Union, clashed violently when 
they tried to destroy each other's posters. 

Police with dogs were called in and fired sh<^ over the 
heads of about 1.000 fighting demonstrators.

13 arc missing (some 
presumably dead), and 7| wounded. wMi the 
death loll cxpecied Ki go eves higher: add to 
these* figures the 25 Cambodians known dead 
and the resuhing picture is a grisly testimoriy 
to the cflectivenes.% of American "gunboat 
dipl«miaey.'* 

At what point are we going to learn lltat the 
marines are not the only answer to our 
problems in the international arena? Just 
when will the killing stop and sanity begin? 
Wh\ didn't ueturn to the United Nations and 
the World Ctuirt? These questions urgently 
(Icniand an answer: for what price are we 
prepared lo pav to salve our collective ego's? 

PcrsonalK . all I can feel at this point is 
sorrow tor the families in both the U.S. and 
( ambodia who will go to bed fatherless 
tonight because of our ow n shortcomings in 
both the dipltmiatic field and within our own 
sttiils.

FSU. who will be representing the South Region in the 
College World Series on June 6- i 2. placed four players on the 
12-member first team and four more on the second team. 

Heading the Tribe selections are pitchers Dan O'Brien 
(15-1, 1.59 ERA) and Larry Jones (15-0. 1.92 ERA). The two 
hard-throwing righthanders accounted 30 of the Seminoles 49 
wins between them, and with 15 victories apiece, both tied 
with Gene Ammann. 1970 (15-0), for nnost wins ever by a 
Florida State pitcher. 

Other first team choices from FSU are Steve Tebbetts and 
Gitiilemio Bonyia. Tebbetts hh 39S and topped the 
Semmci^ with 42 RBI*s while holding down the right field 
spot. BoTiilla saw mo^ of his action at third, belting .330 
inchiding 12 doubles. 

Joining O'Brien and Jones on the All-Star mound is Earl 
Bass form South Carolina, who also posted 15 victories this 
year. Gamecock first baseman Hank SmaU also made the 
fantasy squad by hitting in the .400 clouds. 

Bass was one of three first team repeaters on the 1 975 team. 
Other returnees from 1974 are Miami short-stop Wayne 
Krenchicki and South Alabama's power-hitting designated 
slugger Jerry Stamps. 

Virginia Tech's Wayne SheltoF. was tabbed the All-Star 
receiver, and fleet Stetson second baseman Mike Wolfe 
gained his position by virtue of 75 season base swipes. 

Rounding out the superlatives in the outfield arc South 
Florida's Lou Garcia and Memphis State's Ron McNeely. 

FSU retains No. 1

There are two ways to assess the impact of a special-interest lobbk on a 
legislature — what it managed to get passed, and what it was able to kill. 

As this vear s legislature pushes to adjournment, probablv ttxiav or 
tomorrow, the Floruia Student L»>bb\ (FSL) u ill have to take s,>lace in tiie fact 
that no legislation realK injurious to student interests v^as passed. fVt the 
same time. absolutcK no legislaiuni beneficial t»' students as a gri>up passed. 
In a V ear when the legislature passed ver\ little in the wa> of anv meanngful 
legislation and vet adiourned early, this perhaps is to be expected. 

Fi>r the second year in a n»w . an cfffiMl was made to approve a bill requiring 
the Governor to appivini one or more students to the Board of Regents (BOR). 

The FSl bnnight a great deal of effort to bear trying to get this bill pUsed. 
(irspo. rH. ( T reservations of some FSL pet>plethat it might prove cojunter- 

priuiuclive to student interests, and djcspitc 
the prospeci »>f a gubcrnati>nal veto. ' 

The Student-on BOR bill never got a full 
hearing on the tliH^r ot either chamber!. Rep. 
Bill Nelstin ( D-Melboume) tried to get the bill 
attai-hed as a rider on another bill when 
studcnt-on-BOR got hong up in the 
Appropriations committee. Nelson's proposal 
was clearly defeated in a loud voice vote, and 
as the House rushed head-long into earlv 
adjournment, the bill v*as left to languish in 
committee for this M ar 

Farlv in the session, the FSL did manage t«» 
kill a propi>sal bv Sen. Henr> Savler (R-Sl. 
Petersburg) hich would have taken away 
si>me Activitv and Service (A&S) fee (wntiol 
fn>m student governments. How much 
the FSL deserves for killing Sayler's 
open to question, especially since 
himself admitted that he was offering it fust to

The FSL alst> failed to work its w ill in 
area t»f broad student concern — nex^ fall's 
tuition increase.

• Earlier, the House had rednoed the fkst aitide to a 
onsdemeanor from the nMite serioes one of aoeeptiBg 
unlawful compensation. 

The House killed a move by Rep. Gwen Cherry, (D-Miami), 
to censure O'Malley instead of impeaching him, and then 
waded through a last minute move by defenders of O'Malley, 
armed with cancelled checks and other material furnished by 
the Treasurer's staff over the weekend. Approval of 80 
representatives, or two-thirds, was required for 
impeachment. 

But Rep. Frank Williams (D-Starke) said that last-minute 
information provided him by O'Malley's staff convinced him 
the whole proceeding was a political plot by Gov. Reubin 
Askew and some legislators to get rid of O'Malley.

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Griffin just can't seem 
to make up his mind 



While Gary Griffin is not 
what one would describe as a 
seminal political thinker, one 
might profit, nevertheless, 
from a study of the evolution 
of his thoughts on state 
government. Such an exam- 
ination. I submit, might 
re\cal more about Dempsey 
Barron than Gary Griffin. 

.Just a few months ago 
Grittln wrote three uncom- 
monly vehement columns 
roasting House Speaker Don 
Tucker and offering a 
number of fncidental opin- 
ions on other issues and 
personalities in state gov- 
ernment. A reading of his 
May 22 column, however, 
shows that Griffin has 
changed more than his name. 
It discloses, in fact, that the 
onlv consistency in his 
writings is his use of the 
strongest language at his 
disposal. 

Last January, for example. 
Grilfm blistered Don Tucker 
for his threat to remove 
Marshall Harris from the 
Chairmanship of the House 
Appropriations Committee. 
Griffin quite credibly stated 
that replacing a competent 
chairman witb to agreeable 
crony is an abuse of the 
presiding officer's power. 
With a perfectly straight 
face, four months later. 
Griffin is defending Demp- 
se> Barron's threats to 
remove not one. but several 
chairmen who opposed him 
on the Keller confirmation. 
Griffin justifies Barron's 
misconduct because of his

"worthy goals." notably the 
removal of O.J. Keller, 
whom Griffin considers an 
archtypal villain. 

But this, too, is a new 
perspective. As recently as 
Feb. 13, Griffin applauded 
Gov. Askew fcM* his support of 
Keller. Griffin wrote: **Mr. 
Keller has done a good job 
attempting to oversee the 
quagmire that the legisla- 
ture, in its wisdom, saw fit to 
put under his control". By 
May 22. how ever. Keller had 
become in Griffin's eyes, "an 
ineffective and corrupt public 
servant". 

This same bizarre alchemy 
wrought a new role for 
Dempsey Barron also. Grif- 
fin's February column states: 
"Tucker and Senate Presi- 
dent Dempsy Barron have 
evidently both decided that 
the best way to rise to the top 
is by stepping on everyone 
below. By squaring off 
against Reubin Askew they 
have proven that potential 
success is determined by 
one's ability to destroy". 
Three months later, the 
author of this quotation 
concludes that Dempsey 
Barron *'as a man of 
principle, who usually puts 
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righiness before conven- 
ience, would make a good 
governor". 

Griffm. of course, has the 
right to change his mind and 
to express his new convic- 
tions with the sa»7ie strident 
asperity he formerly used to 
attack them. Even so, his 
readers are equally free to 
speculate about the causes of 
Griffin's political turn-a- 
round. A possible explana- 
tion is that between the 
February column and the 
May column. Griffin became 
an employee of what Barron 
describes as **my Senate." 

This suggests to me that 
Griffm's political about-face 
can be more plausibly 
attributed to a change in his 
personal status than to a 
dispassionate re-examina- 
tion of the issues. It serves 
also to drive home John 
Meyer*ii point about Bar- 
ron's influence over those im 
his bailiwidL. 

As a final eiaaipie of 
iaconstsleiicy, 1 woyld invite 
attention to the contrast 
between Griffin's attack on 
the integrity of Keller, 
against whom there is no 
evidence, and his defense of 
Justices Boyd and Dckle, 
against whom there is 
considerable evidence. 

Before ^tn aisanNnig 
hone§t pnblicii||iire^ such as 
Keller and MMA Dydunan. 
Griffin wtHild do well to 
reflect upon his own 
injunction against "witch 
hunts, innuendo and charac- 
ter assassination." at least 
until he decides which side 
he is on.

A 41 per cent 
jump in the number of juniors 
and seniors is anticipated, an 
influx which would swell 
their ranks to 12.977 students 
in the fall of 1984. 

Predictions for the remain- 
ing two categories, begin- 
ning and advanced graduate 
students, are somewhat 
more conservative.

Pot got coverage 



I wottid like to take is«ie with the May IS 
letter to The Flambeau written by the FSU 
diapter of FORML (Florida OrganizatiMi for 
the Reform of Marijuana Laws). 

I think The Flambeau should be 
commended rather than admonished for its 
coverage of marijuana decriminalization. The 
Flambeau has always been the first to present 
the full story and the facts as they were, which 
is more than 1 can say for the Tallahassee 
Democrat. 

Although the decriminalization issue 
appears to be dead for this year, one should 
not be too disheartened. Decriminalization 
will definitely occur in Florida; it s only a 
question of whether it will be in 1976, 77 or 
•78. 

Most of the lepslators I have talked with 
during the current sesrion are in favor of 
reducing the penalties for possession^ and 
surprisingly enough, many of them favor 
legalization. The problem arises when you 
start talking about theu* chances of reelection. 
Even those in favor of decriminalization say 
they would be hesitant to vote yes unless they 
were assured their vote would make a 
difference. One legislator told me he thinks 
his son smokes pot. but said he couldn't vote 
yes because he has a tough opponent for 
sheriff in two years time. 

So there you have it. Decriminalization is a 
reality and the only question now is in what 
year it will be passed into law. My guess is 
1977 instead of next year, but that is where 
the issue of. public support oonies into tiie ' 
picture. Dec ri m i naHyj tl oa can occur next 
year if there is active partic^Mtion on the part 
of the dedorate, not jM students, but 
parents as well. 

lo understand the reason why 
decriminalization didn't occur this year, one 
only has to look at the major goal of most 
legislators: reelection. Once they can be 
convinced they won't get thrown out of office 
because of a yes vote on the issue, they'll 
support it. That's why I predia that 1977 will 
be the year Florida will decriminalize 
maryuana. Once Representative George 
^ reelected, others will realize that 
his intnxtectiQO of the decriminalization bill 
didn't alfect his legislative career and they m 



turn will support it, probably with vigor. 

But don't give up hope for next year. A 
strong showing was made this year fnd with 
increased support, marijuana will g4in more 
of the legislators' attention and pomily more 
yes votes during the next session. I tm 
amazed though, at the number of people here 
in Tallahassee, and particularly at FSU, who 
have never even been in the Capitol while the 
legislature is in session; it's an education in 
itself.

Protesting budget cuts of the Black 
Student Cultural Center (BSCC), 
approximately 75 Black Student Union

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Egypt reopens Suez Canal 



PORT SAID. Egypt (UPI) - In pompand pageantry befitting 
the pharoahs. Egypt ceremonially reopened the Suez Canal 
Thursday as ' *a gift to the world' ' and the cause of peace in the 

Middle East. 

While white doves flew overhead and cheering crowds 
chanted his name. Egyptian President Anwar Sadat officially 
declared the canal open to international traffic for the first 
tune in eight years. 

Then he boarded an Egyptian Navy des troye r which 
snapped a thhi metal chain at this port oo the Mediterranean 
and tailed into the canal on tiie fii-honr voyage to bflmiUa 
midway along the lQ2-ni9e waterway. 

The ships of more than ImII a dozen nations foBowed, 
including the flagsMp of the U.S. 6th Fleet. 

A Liberian tanker carrying cargo for Israel was reported 
ready to test whether Egypt woold allow it to paas as well 
within the next few days. 

In a four-minute speech from a rostrum shpaed like the 
pharoahs' ancient Nile barges, Sadat pledged the Arab world 
would continue its efforts to reclaim land conquered by Israel 
and do its "holy duty" to the homeless of Palestine. 

Church bells rang. Ship's whistles screamed. Egyptian 
naval artillery thundered in salute. Military jets swept 
overhead.

Eunor: 

The students of FSU are getting ripped off 
quarter after quarter after quarter. In these 
days of so-called austerity, the Economics 
D^wrtment has to be one of the best 
examples of both a waste of money and a 
waste of time. The subject matter of 
eocmomics is not in question here, but how it 
is being presently taught is. 

As a business major, I, along with many 
others, have been required to take ECS 201, 
202 and 203. The cost of these classes is $117, 
and much valuable time. The question now 
arises, "What did I get for my 
consideration?" The answer: the completion 
of a requirement which represents nothing 
except the ability to put up with bullshit. 

Nine required hours of any subject, not 
even evaluating the idea of required courses 
at a coll^ level , should be at least relative 
important. Why then are these dasses so 

poor? There are basically three maior reasons 

why; 

• the large lecture structure, 

• a majority of low quality instructors, and 

• the arrangement of the subject material. 
The large lecture situation is both 

repetitious and extremely boring, causing 
poor attendance to be a necessary action of 
civil disobedience at our own expense. The 
supposed rationale behind the slow pace is 
the poor exam results caused by sparse 
attendance. This logic covers the reality of 
inept instruction and ambiguous tests. 

The instructor evaluation forms should 
weedoutthe undesirable professors, correct? 
Wrong, because of two reasons. Instructors 
are only required to have forms filled out once 
a year, and the tenure policy which in effect 
tables the evaluation resalts. Dr. ^hriam 
Asher, my current 203 professor, is not going 
to hand out evaluation forms this quarter. I 
must ask why he does not deem feedback on 
his course and personal teachtng abilities 
important. 

Finally. 203 is a repeat of 201 , while 202 can 
be taught in three weeks; thus, two quarters 
of material is being stretched into three. 
These statements can be substantiated by the 
majority (all) of my fellow classmates. 

Bitching is not the answer. I suggest 
reorganizing the economics material into two 
oouraes, micro and macro economics. Instead 
of three tnittselon and nnmerooa teaching 



assistants as the setup now utilizes, hire a few 
good professors and have small classes. This 
could lead to better student-teacher 
relationships, lietter attendance and maybe a 
worthwhile educaticmal experience. Chan- 
ging from a three-quarter sequence to a 
two-quarter sequence would benefit everyone 
because it would be a more efficient use of 
resources. 

Can anyone think of a better suggestion? 
Please do. Something must be done to rectify 
this intolerable situation.

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Austerity 

Watchword for a university facing cutbacks 



Austerity was without question the watch- 
word for FSU during a year of budget cut- 
backs and insufferable inflation. The affects 
of the necessarily ascetic way of life were felt 
by all, but hit home hardest at the heart of the 
university when faculty and program rcduc- 
tions were mandated. 

Budget concerns arose for the first time in 
December when an ominous warning was 
seat to all state government department 
heads by the Department of Administration. 
At that time, cuts in the 1974-75 budget of as 
much as five to ten per cent were predicted if 
decreases in state revenues continued. The 
state had experienced a $1 17.5 million reduc- 
tion in revenue between January and Novem- 
ber. 



The possibility of financial crises was met 
by an unprecedented coming together of ad- 
ministrative and faculty heads. University 
President Stanley Marshall daimed that he 
would try to preserve the university's essen- 
tial programs and tolerate as little inter- 
ference with normal operations as possible.

Defining the three porpoaes of 
universities as teaching, research and public 
service. Barron said that "teaching should 

come first. " He suggested that increasing the 
student-facuhv ratu^ fn^m 16 \o 20 students

nstructinn time per faculty member from 10 
? hours per week would result in annual 
saunas t)f appn>ximately $35 million. 
B> February. FSU's department chair- 
ns expressed grave concern over exist- 
tuidget cuts and those being formulated 
i. r the 1975-76 fiscal year. One claimed, **We 
have come to the point that harddecisioos are 
going to have to be made.** 

Thomas Bemiett, chairpctson o€ Biologkal 
Sciences, said that the budgetary dilemma 
had reached "crisis proportions. We're on 
the border of being incapable of continuiagto 
fulfill our teaching mission," be said. 

According to Bennett, the university was 
faced with increasing numbers of students, 
tremendous inflation and "only slight 
increases in budgets." 

Warren Mazek. acting dean of Social 
Sciences, claimed. "This doesn't mean 
cutting back programs, it means eliminating 
them." 

Joseph Grosslight, chairperson of the'Wy- 
chology Department, appeared before the 
House Committee onEducatfcm in an effort to 
inform legiilatofs of the magniti^ of the 
budgetary sttnatioii. He caotioBed that "il 
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not cafdU. we aie aO gofais to 
the lowest common denominator. 

"At thb time, savii^ money might be 
greatly damaging to the edncational proccsa. 
It's becoming a rcg fc aai y e aiid iepieaai¥e 
system." he said. 

Marshall outlined tentative reductions in 
the university's 1975-76 budget in a March 1 
letter to then SUS Chancellor Robert Maut/ in 
compliance with a Feb. 6 mandate handed 
down by Mautz to university presidents. 

The "short-term solutions'" encompassed 
reductions in personnel through attrition, 
program elimhrntion, adaptation to the 
man-year concept and redaasification of per- 
sonnel not in Divisions 1 through IV. 

Marshall said, **l want to report to you 
(Mautz) that we are not seeking easy sohi- 
tions. We are striving to establish ptiutilies 
and procedures which will give us the urgent- 
ly required flexibility to use our resources in 
ways that will preserve the quality and meet 
the needs of society." 

The priorities which Marshall spoke of 
became realitv when the Academic and 
Administrative Review Committees sub- 
mitted the "Master Plan for Florida State 
University" to the Faculty Senate May 21. 

The administrative proposal cited the 
priority role of FSU as that of ''(jjuality 
graduate instruction and research** and 
stated that the university "should give 
priority only to those distinctive and spe- 
cialized oonunitments consistent with our

Controversies over Affimn- 
ative Action. Action Form 
Two and Title IX have kept 
charges and counter-charges 
flying during the '74-'75 
academic year as the 
university struggled to 
accommodate itself to the 
demands of directives de- 
signed to eliminate discrim- 
ination in Florida higher 
education. 

Chief among the areas of 
dispute has been the 
Affirmative Action program 
promulgated by the FSU 
administration. Calling for 
an attempt to reach the 
'goal" of 80 per cent 
minority hiring for the 
immediate fbture, the pcriicy 
affected every level of tiie 
university and drew wide- 
spread criticiffln from those 
who saw it as a fiirm of 
reverse discrimination. 

A major problem was the 
apparent ambiguity of the 
original mc|DO issued by 
President Stanley MarshaU 
in Jan., 1974. Warning that 
"Affirmative Action success 
shall be a major factor in 
evaluating administrators for 
purposes of promotion and 
salary increases," the direc- 
tive did not, at the same time, 
give a clear-cut description of 
how the program would 
work. 
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It was not until Sept. 20 
that clarification came in the 
form of a second memo 
calling for "a minimum of 80 
per cent of faculty, admini- 
strative and personnel vacan- 
cies (to) be filled by 
minorities and women, 
equally distributed." 



'*Tliis may not be the only 
or most amenable way to 
advance the interests of the 
university at this time," the 
memo went on to say. thus 
leaving some doubt as to the 
finality of the decision to go 
with the "goal" approach.

Visko wins contested election; 
impeac/iment cries iieard again 



ampaign for the purpose of raising his salar> . and he termed 
•he charge "a blatant lie." Innuendoes were tossed around by 
Aronofsky opponents that he was being investigated by the 
Ethics Commission. 

The newly-elected Stndeiit Senate was heavily comprised 
)f Aronofsky opponeats, m c ah cr a of the Friends party. They 
proved soon that Aionoiiky was not among those they 
considered a friend, as impeachment articles were filed 
against the stadeat body president late in the fidl. 

Aronofsky was charged with eight counts of misfeasance 
and eight counts of malfeasance by Senate Judicial and Rules 
committee chairperson Eric Johnson. The two articles 
i t impeachment involved six long-distance telephone calls 
and tu 0 trips to conventions that dealt with higher educaticm. 
\riini>fskv's major. 

The long-distance telephone calls in question totalled 
S48,t)l. and were made to Aronofsky's former wife in San 
Rafael. Calif., to his uncle in Denver. Col., to his brother and 
M*^' ii!s in Dallas. Texas, and to a personal friend in Austin, 
Icxas. I he trips were made to higher education conferences 
in Chicago and Austm. 

Consideration of the impeachment articles was tabled 
several times because of J&R*s inability to decide whether or 
not it should act in the capacity of a grand jury . This efrisode of 
bickering ended w^ the cfinnissal of all charges against 
Aronofsky after kmg sessions <rf testrnmy from both sides 
the political fence. 

January opened the biggest qoarter of the year for SG with 
a new student body pfesident being elected — barely. With . 



the trials and tribulations of a near impeachment over. SG 
politicos took their election quarrels to the Student Supreme 
Court, and an election process usually lastmg four weeks 
extended over a period of two months. 

The election controversy squared off Elections 
Commissioner Linda Bassett and New Re^mnse presidential 
candidate Marty KossidL FoBowing tiiree recounts of the 
lesolts of the presidenttal primary election, third-running 
Kossak filed a petition in tlK Supreme Court calling for tiw 
invalidation of the primary because of aBeged irreguhtfities. 
Kossak lost a run-off bid lor presi d ent by a two vole margin. 

After court hearings, postponements and recounts, the 
Court ruled to rerun the primary election, invalidating the 
first election . Apollo Visko and Bob Brown faced each other in 
the delayed run -off, and Visko was elected student body 
president for 1975-76 

Visko had not held office for two months before he faced the 
possibility of impeachment for alleged misuse of travel funds. 
Student Senator Joe Lanzillo claimed that Visko set aside 
$314.94 to send two students to the National Student Lobby 
Convention in Washington. D.C. The bill which aliocai jd the 
money limited the expenditure of the funds to meetings of the 
Board oi Regents and the Florida Association of Student 
Senators. 

Aller demands for his resignation went onment. Visko was 
forced to give up part of Ms salary to leimibuise SG idiout

Approximately half of the $50 million to be allocated for the 
two facilities is already in an existing building fund, while the

The words hypocritiGai and ill-considered may be 
a bit h&nk to ose wken deacrilnng the Board of 
tegrats* (BOR) latest mmt to "inpfove** the 
State Uaivenky Syaten,. but they are not Iv off . 

Last Friday, the BOB endorsed a SSO mittion 
hiiikBn|{ fMografli for the cmrtioB of centers in 
Tallahassee and Gainesville. According to 
Chancellor-designate E.T. York, thefiinds will be 
provided by student fees. Supposedly, the state 
will have a $25 million surplus of student building 
fees by next Feb. 1. and would be able to issue 
about $25 million in bonds backed by future fee 
revenues. Students pay $2.45 a quarter in fees to 
support two campus construction bond programs. 

Ostensibly, the centers would be used by both 
FSU's and the University of Florida's basketball 
teams. As a sideline, the arenas will also provide 
facilities for cnltitral events, entertainnient and 
conventions. 

House Speaker Donald Tucker has long 
advocated the construction of these centers and 
now. for all practical purposes, his dream will come 
true via the g(X)dwi!l of the BOR. Unfortunately, as 
is usually the case, students will pay dearly for 
Tucker's grandiose visions. 

For months, both BOR officials and university 
administrators have babbled endlessly about 
austerity and the necessity of cutting back on 
superfluous expenditures. Because of their 
attitude, we have witnessed the decrease in class 
offerings, dismissal of professors and the arbitrary 
hacking up of the university counseling center. 

Yet oddly enough, as we helplessly watch the 
decline of educational quality in our state 
universities, the BOR can still manage to 
appropriate $50 million for a combination 
basketball court-art gallery. 

Certainly, we do not oppose the construction of a 
civic center in Tallahassee and we realize that the 
money which the BOR has allocated for the project 
has been earmarked for building purposes. 
However, we do object to the amstmctkm of tiiese 
facilities when the academic standards of the 
state's uahfersities ate sufferlag. The BOB should 
be mote oonoemed with finding money for 
academic programs and their improvement. 

Furthermore, if student funds are to be 
appropriated for the creation of these complexes, 
students should have the ultimate voice in deciding 
the use of these funds.

Sluiient Bo&f PrcfideBt 
Apollo Visko has v^oed • bin 
passed by the regsUr 
Stsdeot Senate session 
which called for restkutioa of 
travel monies allegedly 
misspent by him. 

The bill stipulated that 
about S^()0 approved by 
Viskoio send the FSl' Debate 
team to the National Debate 
Touiiiament in Washington, 
D.C. shoald be taken from 
Vtsko'i salary. The student 
body president d»wt a 
salary of S3200 per year. 

S. nator Bill Bambrick 
introduced the bill following 
the failure of a proposed 
mp' achment of Visko. The 
iin[)i achment controversy 
arose- when Visko approved 
the travel expenditure, which 
v^as taken out of an ccuundt 
allocated by the Senate for 
the purpose of traveling to 
State CoencB of Stndent 
Body Pie aident and State 
Student Senate meettnga. 

"We did not consider 
\ isko's veto during the last 
Senate meeting of spring 
quarter because the first 
priDnty on the agenda was 
the l9^S-76 budget." Stu- 
dent Senate President Doug 
Mannheimer said. He said 
that the veto waa to be 
consadeied at iMt night's 
Senate awetiag.

abridged technical or legal

Visko explained that the 
Debete chib nsoosy hna 
already been reiinbnrsed and 
that, to his knowledge, "the 
bill would have to be 
reintroduced." 

Visko claimed that the 
Senate received no declara- 
tory judgment from the 
Student Supreme Court 
concerning the bill of 
attainder. "The Sopreme 
Court his to oider ne to do 
anythug." he said. "H 
seems to be kind of a dead 
issue." 

In his veto message, Visko 
said that the bill "violates 
both the spirit and letter of 
the FSU Student Body 
Constitution, and the Consti- 
tutions of the U.S. and 
Florida." Both the federal 
and Florida Con ati t nt ioB a are 
incorporated into PSU*s 
siMeni Doe^ cunsumuuii. 



"In light of Hkt proceed- 
ings that had taken place 
prior to the passage of M 
10b, I can oidy assvaie that it 
is intended aa legiabtiMi to 
impose a fine on an 
individual." Visko said. 
This is not the function of 
the legislative branch, whose 
role is to pass general 
legislation affecting classes 
of people." 

Visko also termed the 
legislation a Ineach of the 
"fiiaduneiital Dotkms of the 
concept of governmental 
separation of powers." 

Citing the prohibition of 
such legislation by the U.S. 
Constitution as grounds for 
his veto. Visko further 
explained that the Florida 
Constitution provides that 
there shall be no special law 
pertaining to refnnd of 
money legally paid or 
remtuMMi of ftMs« penalties 
or ranacnres.

UFF lashes out 

at civic center 



I hi' United Faculty of Florida (UFF) has diirged tint 
. ard of Regents (BOR) iseihibitingaa **edifice complex** to 
Its plans for eonatnwting civic ceoters in TaBahassee and 
Gatnesviile. 

UFF president Sam Andrews, in a letter to BOR 
chairperson Marshall Criser. requested that the UFF be 
allowed on the agenda of the July 7 meeting in Jacksonville to 

irkiiK- against the $50 million proposal 

Andrews said it was "inconceivable" that the BOR would 
consider spending the money, which would be drawn from 
student tecs, on "non essential construction at the same time 
!t IS raising tuition, firing faculty members, freezing salaries 
and eliminating faculty positions. 

"The 'edifice complex' the regents are suffering from can 
only do farther damage to the qnality of edaartion in the state 
university system/* Andrews said.

Reportedly, the 
files were searched in connection with the 
investigation into the murder of Louise Spear Lee, 
w ho was shot to death last month at the FSU Dairy 
Farm. 




According to Stuart Cahoon. director of the 
Mental Health Division, it was the first time such 
an action has been taken. He expressed concern 
over the possibility that the center's reputatioa for 
confidentialuy might be compromised. 

Of course State Attorney Harry Morrison denied 
the existence of such danger, citing the seriousness 
of the crime being investigated and "several other 
things'* as justification for the disclosing of private 
records. Morrison further ratimalized the action hy 
itattag that the necessity of a judge's approval of 
such subpoenas and their infrequent issuance 
would not hurt the drug program. 

Anyone who believes Morrison's assertions is 
either hopelessly naive or a Uw and order advocate 
of the worst nature. 

It is outrageous for a judge to issue a subpoena of 
such magnitude on the nebulous grounds of 
**several other things." It seems possible now that 
law enforcers will harass or arrest people who had, 
in good faith, enlisted the hdp of the ceirter.

The immigratiiMi of Vietnamese refugees to the U.S. has 
Msaoticed by the American public or political 
leaders. Since the first refugees stepped foot on VS. soil, 
both poKticiMtt aad citiieiis hive hotly debated the legitimacy 
ei hoMstag our latest mmority gnMp. 

Some, indiidhig Seaalor Geoffe McGo«eni« have 
demanded that the refugees be quickly dispatdied to their 
homeland, claiming they shoahl have never heea hrooght to 
the U.S. to begin with. 

Yet. t)ur big-hearted if somewhat dull-witted President has 
angrily admonished anyone who does not readily equate 
Vietnamese refugees with American manifest destiny. The 
mass media has also played a substantial role in bolstering 
the presence of those fleeing Southeast Asia. 

Nary a day goes by that we are not confronted with a 
sobbing account of how some poor refugee is being 
mistreated by his Americaa protectors. The public has 

almost beeii lulled iato befieving that aH of the lefufees aie 
average citizens who are merely tiyii^ to 

tyranny and embaifc upon a new fife. 

However, such is not the case in many 

According to New Times nwgazine. there are hundreds, 
perhaps thousands, of "secret police, torturers and 
assassins, scores of corrupt political and military leaders and 
several major heroin traffickers now pouring into the U.S." 
under the guise of cx>mmon refugees. 

The magazine further reports that several key members of 
South Vietnam's vast and brutal secret police network are 
here as refugees, as are at least some of the high officials 
heliind tlie CIA-orgaaiaed Phoeaii squads that assassinated 
an csthnated 20.000 South Vietnanwie dviltatts.

Stil staying at Fort Chafiee is General Dang Van Quang 
who, according to WeurThnes. was co nsld c i ed to he one of the 
most corrupt generals ui Vietnam. On July IS. 1971. NBC 
reported that Quang was the "h^gest pusher" in Sooth 
Vietnam, using the proceeds of the narcotics trade to soppoft 
former President Thieu's etectkm campaign. 

It would be myopic to state that all of the Vietnamese 
refugees are former members of South Vietnam's cr^rrupt 
ruling elite. Surely, some have compietely valid reasons for 
coming to the U.S. 

But. unfortunately, it seems that the I S. has become a 
haven for the oppressors, rather than a refuge for the 
0|q>ressed.

Systems Inc." (NEDS) faaa

exemption — even though 
former members of NEDS 
insist it is a fund raising and 
recruitment arm of the 
Unification Church. Church 
President Neil Salonen told. 
Pacific News Service that

If you've scheduled classes in the late afternm>n. you can be 
certain that at least once you will fall victim to one of our 
famous afternot>n thunderstorms. They form quickly, 
spaw ned by moist air moving over the hot swamps south of us. 
and some of them can be among the worst frog stranglm yoo 
will ever want to see. They arc aromid to aoato eaton t afaneet 
every aHemooo. bnt not to the ia gr a r fhet they eonid he 
censiaered«da% iale. StiB. there are enongh to make July 
onr weltost nweth with Jmm and August not far behind. On 
occasion, these storma last bito the night, though most of 
timm die with the sunset. Those that remain, however, can 
provide some fantastic lightning displays, which arc ^aito 
prettv unless you happen 'o be under a tree 

Summer is also the hurricane season, though the peak of 
the seas*in is not until late summer and earlv fall Storms that 
form m Julv and August generally move on a .westward track 
far south of our area. This provides a great opportunity for the
